Farmers’ Festivals. 
KENNEBEC COUNTY Farr. 

The fifty-first annual Cattle Show and 
Fair of the Kennebec County Agricultural 
Society, opened at the Society's grounds, 
at Readfield Corner, on Tuesday of last 
week. The morning opened bright and 
beautiful, and a ride from Augusta in the 
crisp autumn air, was highly enjoyable. 
‘At intervals, all along the way, we passed 
teams and stock on their way to the Fair, 
and but few had arrived when we reached 
the grounds. The small amount of fruit 
on the trees along the road was very notic- 
able. The large orchard of Mr. Pope of 
Manchester, which last year bore thou- 
sands of barrels, will yield but few hun- 
dreds of bushels this year, and so with oth- 
ers. The apple crop is light and the quali- 
ty poor. . 

Our readers will remember that the old 
Kennebec Society celebrated its semi-cen- 
tennial anniversary last year, and put a lit- 
tleextra work into the occasion, but its 
shows are always good, and this year it has 
started on its second half century with 
good prospects of future success and use- 
fulness. The official programme of each 
day's proceedings this year, was as fol- 
lows:

Tuesday was cattle day, and the exhibit 
was no discredit to this Society, which has 
ever been famous for its- show of cattle. 
There were not as many pairs of working 
oxen as we have sometimes seen at Kenne- 
bee Fairs, the high price of beef having 
tempted farmers to sell, but the display of 








young oxen and steers wes exceptionally | 3d 


large and fine. There were many pairs of 
four year olds that measure more than 
seven feet, and all were in excellent con- 
dition. The prevalence of white faces 
showed the infusion of Hereford blood 
where once scarcely anything but Short- 
horns were seen, a change which the farm- 
ers think for their advantage, and we en- 
tirely agree with them. We believe that 
grades make the best working oxen, the 
shorthorn blood giving size and ranginess, 
and the Hereford imparting that quality 
which renders them more cheaply kept and 
in better condition for beef. Fayette, Mt. 
Vernon, Readfield and other towns within 
the Society’s limits turned out big teams, 
and the number of pairs on exhibition must 
have exeeeded two hundred, far outnum- 
bering the working cattle on exhibition at 
the recent State Fair.

His goods 
consisting of knives, spoons, forks, &c., are 
made of coin silver, he never using any 
other material, and as he manufactures 
only to retail, he can afford his goods lower 
than where several profits are charged. 
We never saw any nicer ware than that 
shown by him.

We are aware of the objections to this 
practice, but they would all be obviated by 
appointing the judges from persons outside 
of the Society, and if practicable, which is 
generally the case, from strangers to the 
persons making the butter and cheese.

This held true not 
only of those species which destroy our 
clothes, but also of many other species in 
the family Tineide. 

I therefore obtained, by purchase and 
otherwise, as large a collection as possible 
from all parts of the United States—over 
twelve hundred specimens—and sent them 
to Lord Walsingham, in England, for com- 
parison with the European species. This 
collection has juat heen returned to me, 
and the notes and descriptions which his 
lordship has made on them will soon ap- 
= the Transactions of the American 

mological Society in Philadelphia. 

From the studies thus far made, it ap- 
pears that the European species which at- 
tack clothing have already been introduced

In 1841, Harris’s **Insects of Massachu- 
setts” was published, in which a very gen- 
eral account of clothes moths was given, 
taken from Duponchel and other European 
works, anda brief description was given 
of a moth attac white flannel in the 
cases of the Boston iety of Natural His- 
tory, which, as he stated, agreed with the 
description of Tinea Aavifrontella of the 
older naturalists. Harris did not mention 
whether this moth made case of the flan- 
nel in which it lived or not. Later editions 
of Harris’s work merely repeat the same 
thing. Dr. Packard in his Guide to the 
Study of Insects, 346, described a 
clothes moth under the name Tinea flavi- 
Jrontella Linn., but Linneus never described 
a species under this name. Packard has 
confounded two species in his account in 
thé Guide, and also in his Common Insects, 
64, as shown by Lord Walsingham. 
His larva is that of a case-making species, 
Tinea pellionella Linn., while his perfect in- 
sect is that of Tineola biselliella Hum., the 
larva of which does not make any case. 
See also American Naturalist, Vol. 1, page 
423, and the Report of the Entomological 
Society of Ontario, 1873, page 27. 

Clemens and also Chambers have re-de- 
scribed the introduced species under the 
names as shown in the synonomy below. 
Tinea peilionelia Linn., is our only case- 
making moth so far as I know, and al- 
though redescribed under other names in 
this country it has been easily recognized 
by the European entomologists from the 
description of Linneus, and the earlier ac- 
counts of Reaumur. This species has an 
expanse of wings of about half an inch. 
The head is of adull ochreous color, the 
fore wings grayish ochreous with three 
small brownish spots on each, the first a 
little beyond the middie of the wing, the 
second a little before the middle, and the 
third below the last. These spots are 
scarcely visible except in fresh specimens 
which have not been rubbed. This is our 
most common and destructive species in 
this region, attacking all kinds of woolen 
clothing, carpets, furs and feathers. I have 
bred it repeatedly, and find that it feeds 
during the summer, but not in the winter, 
although kept in a room warmed by a fur- 
nace, where the heat is uniform day and 
night. ‘The moths emerge in June and July, 
and some even as late as August, yet there 
is but one generation ina year as far as I 
have observed. 


Soon after emerging, the sexes pair and 
the females lay their eggs. I have not been 
able to count these, but from a single fe- 
male confined in a giass observing cage 
with some flanuel, I obtained between forty

This is not a case-making species. It 
should hereafter be known, only by the 
name Tineola biselliella Hum. 

Ihave nothing to add tothe remedies 
mentioned in the article of last year, save 
that when these moths become established 
in furniture, mattresses and other such ob- 
jects, they may be destroyed by baking or 
heating the articles in steam or dry boxes 
such as are used for drying lumber. Care 
must be taken, however, not to overheat 
the furniture and injure the varnish. 

In Clarissa Potter’s article of last year, 
referred to above, reference is made to a 
‘ringed black and brown worm that runs 
like a fox,” which was very destructive to 
the carpets. Clarissa had the kindness to 
send me a specimen of this “‘worm” which 
I fed on flannel for a whole year, and it has 
at last passed its transformations, and 
proves to be no moth at all, but rather a 
beetle, which is about a quarter of an inch 
in length, oval in form, quite smooth and of 
a dark coffee-brown color. This insect 
proves to be another of the European oa 
which our cousins across the waters have 
bequeathed to us, and is called Attagenus 
megatoma Fab. It has been reported from 
other parts of the State as destroying car- 
pets, but is quite different and distinct from 
the New York ce: beetle which attract- 
ed so much attention afew years ago in 
New York State. 

I doubt if the ordinary insect powders 
commonly used for moths will prove a suc- 
cess in fighting this enemy, but they will 
surely succumb to scalding water or steam 
sent through the carpet from a hot flat iron 
on a wet cloth.

Among the Farmers of 


When at Ansona pleasant home for a 
night was found at the residence of Jas, F. 
Preble. This farm known as the Dins- 
more Place, contains 300 acres mostly clay 
loam land. Hay crop this year 100 big ox 
loads, corn 4 acres, clear beans 3 acres, 
potatoes 2 acres, wheat 2 acres, mixed 
grain 20 acres. Mr. Preble, as do many 
farmers whom I have interviewed in this 
county, thinks highly of mixed grain raised 
from an even mixture of wheat, barley and 
oats. The orchard on this farm is one of 
the best in town, last year 200 barrels of 
grafted fruit were sold. The usual stock 
is some half a dozen horses and colts, about 
20 cattle and 200 sheep. Average fleece 
this year 6 lbs. washed wool. Mr. Preble 
this season has a Hereford bull from Mr. 
French’s herd, Solon, belonging to Benj. 
Weston, Esq., of Madison. 

Mr. J. M. Hilton is one of the leading 
stock men in towp. His home farm con- 
tains nearly 275 acres, out lot of 100 acres. 
His usual stock is from 15 to 20 cattle and 
about 200 sheep. Last spring only 80 were 
sheared, all ewes, nearly 50 registered, 
average fleece something more than 10 
lbs. unwashed wool of 10 months growth. 
For three years past he has used the buck 
Centennial, imported by Hilton Brothers. 
His working’ oxen are 5 years old,7 ft. 
closely matched, and workers. One 
me! two years old steers about 6 ft. 7 
nches, very nice built. One of the 2 years 
old steers is half brother to the bull calf 
sold last fall to Daniel Hobert of Madison, 
for $75.00. In the fall of °79, Mr. F. L. 
Powers bought three Vermont Merino 
ewes of Mr. Hilton, a member of the BHil- 
ton Brothers firm, for $45, and within 2 
years realized $138.53, retaining a flock of 
four, two being of the original purchase. 
The three sheep raised 9 lambs in the two 
years. Kind hospitalities were received at 
the house of G. W. Walker & Son who 
have a farm of 300 acres clay and sandy 
loam land. Their barn is 150 ft. long, fitted 
for the accommodation of 20 cattle and 
200 sheep. A silo has been built in one 
end of the bay of a capacity of 100 tons. 
They have 34¢ acres of Bailey's Mammoth 
Ens e, corn on highly manured land 
with superphosphate in the drill, that stoed 
6 ft. Aug. 15, and no signs of spindling. 
This year have only one acre each of corn 
potatoes, generally 4 acres of corn 
and 4 to 6 of potatoes, corn and potatoes 
planted with horse planters. Grain 20 
acres. Cattle 15 to 20, horses and colts 7, 
all raised on the farm, 200 sheep, average 
fleece from 4 to 5 lbs. washed wool. Mr. 5. 
W. Walker, the young man, is proprietor of 
the Walker Horse rake well known in this 
part of the State. He has a grass seed 
sower attached to an ordinary roller that 
has been used successfully for several 
years. He also has a horse machine for 
applying superphospate, &c., broadcast, of 

own manufacture. He has a hand 
weeder made with old mowing machine 
sections, also a wagon jack and a wagon 
wrench, all of his own manufacture. He 
has a cheap, simply constructed wind mill, 
patented Noy. ’81, the vanes being attached 
to a mounted cast wheel. Nine feet vanes 
produce from 4 to 6 horse power with ordi-

tatoes, and 10 acres of grain. He keeps 
from 5 to 6 cattle and 75 to 100 ’ 
average fleece 7 lb. unwashed wool. Is 
raising —_ of nice calves sired by B. F. 
Hiliton’s Hereford. Mr. J. W. Smith, an 
old friend and patron of the MAINE FarR- 
MER, has a farm of 160 acres, 30 acres be- 
ing island intervale,a part of which has 
never been plowed, always 
grass. He has 13 head of cattle, 4 horses 
and 200 sheep, grade Merinos. He consid- 
ers corm a8 surea crop as he can raise. 
B. H. Smith has another river farm of 175 
acres. Estimated hay crop 75 tons, corn 3 
acres, toes 3 acres, wheat 4 acres from 
which he expected nearly 100 bushels, oth- 
er grain 8 acres. He keeps 15 head of cat- 
tle and 200 or more sheep, average fleece 
more than 6 lbs. washed wool. 
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Mr. G. E. Haygood, hardware merchant at 
the village, has just bought the Luke 8. 
Manter place, one mile from the village on 

rth side of thefCarrabasset, contain- 
ing 125 acres, nearly all brook intervale, 
one of the neatest farmsof its size in the 
county. Mr. Hapgood runs a potash at 
the village and intends to apply the ashes 
liberally to his farm. He intends to keep 
about 100 first-class Merino ‘sheep, having 
already bought a flock of 40 of his father, 
S. W. . who has for years been a 
breeder of fine Merinos. 

Brown and Hilton, proprietors of the 
Somerset House have several farms in the 
vicinity of the village. Estimated hay crop 
nearly 200 tons, which is all eaten in their 
stable and with sheep. Last spring they 
sheared 109 Vermont registe Merinos, 
60 being also registered in the Atwood club 
regions? average fleece 13 one-fifth lbs. un- 
washed wool.

Another pleasant home for a night was 
found at the house of S. H. Spaulding, 
where the latch string is ever on the out- 
side of the door for the MAINE FARMER 
man. He has a river farm of 225 acres. 
He has nearly 5 acres of sweet corn for the 
canning factory, 2 acres of potatoes and 5! 
acres of mn. Last year Mr. Spaulding 
seeded 24¢ acres of well manured land to 

rass without grain, getting about 2 tons to 
the acre. This year he seeded more the 
same way with good success, thinks well 
of the method. His stock consists of about 
12 to 15 head of cattle and something more 
than 100 sheep average fleece from 5'¢ to 
6 lbs. washed wool.

He keeps 
about 8 head of cattle and 200 sheep, aver- 
age fleece 4 to 5 lbs. washed wool. 
Simon Paine & Son have a 250 acre farm 
with good buildings. Estimated hay crop 
70 tons, corn 2 acres, potatoes 3 acres, 
wheat 2'¢ acres, oats 7 acres. Has gener- 
ally raised wheat sufficient for family use, 
calls 15 bushels per acre a fair average. 
He keeps about 15 head of cattle and 150 
sheep, average fleece 4'¢ lbs. washed wool. 
A cordial welcome and kindly entertain- 
ment were received at the residence of 
Geo. B. Gray one of the most extensive 
farmers in the county. He has a farm, or 
more correctly, several adjoining farms of 
800 acres largely clay loam land. He has 
9 horses and colts, and 30 to 35 head of 
cattle and 7 breeding sows, Chester Whites. 
For jsome four winters past he has had 
eight to ten hundred sheep for mutton 
each winter, buying in the fall and selling 
during January and February. His last 
years crops 8000 lbs. only 34 of a full crop 
owing to injury by rust, were sold for 
$1654. He made one sale of 100 bushels of 

tatoes, Beauty of Hebron and Clark's 
No. 11, for $1 to A.J. Harrington & 
Co. who buy for J. H. J. Gregory. He 
sold 265 bushels of barley for seed, a varie- 
ty obtained from the ricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington. is last years oat 
crop some 350 bushels was mostly fed at 
home. Cropsthis year, hay 150 tons es- 
timated, potatoes 7 acres, grain 23 acres, 
hops about 12 acres in condition to pick 
and 1¢ acres set this year, new varieties. 
He has nine acres of White Russian oats, 
seed obtained now in N. Y. State, remark- 
ably stout, standing from 44¢ to 5 feet 
high, the longest heads measuring 18 
inches. Mr. Gray estimates the yield from 
this variety 50 bushels to the acre, some of 
his neighbors estimated it considerably 
higher. One hop field of 2 acres he con- 
siders good for 1500 Ibs. to the acre. Dur- 
ing the hop picking season he employs a 
force of 30 to 40 hands, largely made up of 
the jolly young men maidens from 
the country round about. Mr. Gray is a 
practical, hard working farmer, but at the 
same time an intell t one. He has a 
well selected agricultural library, 2 com- 
plete set of the reports or the Maine Board 
of Agriculture occupying a prominent place 
in it. His centre table is supplied with 
half a dozen or more of the best periodicals 
of the day. He believes in the use of brain 
as well as muscle in farming. C. 5. A.

We think well of the silo 
thus far, but can judge better after having 
used the contents.
